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Senator Gore speaks today 

Albert Gore, former U.S. Senator from 
Tennessee will be speaking on the quad today at 
1:30. Senator Gore returned to teaching, iecturing 
and the law after his “involuntary retirement” in 
January 1971 and is presently associated with the 
Council for a Livable World, an organization of 
scientists and scholars dedicated to halting the 
arms race. As a member of both the Senate 
Foreigh Relations Committee and the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, Gore served as an 
advisor/delegate to the Limited Test Ban 
Conference and the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Conference, and as a U.N. delegate during the 
negotiation of the outer space agreement between 
U.S. and U.S.S.R under the Kennedy 
Administration 

Gore served in the U.S. Senate from 1952 until 
this year, his legisiative interests oriented toward 
nuclear armaments policies and programs and 
international trade, among others 

With legislative experience in both commerce 
and defense, (both elements in the 
“military-industrial” complex) it will be 
interesting to hear his views on the relationship 
between trade and miiitarism. He will be available 
for a question-answer session after speaking.

Spreading the wealth...

“As the world shrinks more 
and more, we're not going to be 
able to think only in national or 
regional terms. We won't be able 
to think of physics just for 
California. In the future. once 
we get a system functioning, we 
might as well be able to use it 
for a large number of people.” 

This was the assumption of 
Dr. M.A. Murray-Lasso of the 
University of Mexico in a speech 
given on campus Tuesday. 
Murray-Lasso’s speech posited 
the need for bilingual-bicultural 
technologists. “I want to stress 
the importance of people with 
bicultural knowledge and their 
future in certain careers,” said 
the speaker. “There is a need for 
many people who can work in 
many languages.” 

Murray-Lasso, professor of 
electrical engineering at the 
University and the youngest 
member of the Mexican 
Academy of Sciences. was 
introduced as “the type of 
person we need here. One that 
will go out in the traffic, stop 
things and channel them into a

Clemons, mentor of _ the 
Sacramento State College 
football club, has received more 
than his share of Excedrin 
headaches.

new development 

To remedy lack of knowledge 
due to the updating of 
technology, Murray-Lasso feels 
we should “see if we can't design 
a system which is not as sensitive 
to future change.” Two 


Sobolewski not gotten hurt, SSC 
fans would have been deprived 
of seeing Holmes come in and 
throw for 136 yards to bring the 
Hornets from a 14-0 deficit to 
within a touchdown of the 
fired-up Cossacks at 22-16 with 
minutes left in the game.

In order to 
make this comparison you must 
“decide what the kilowatt is 
used for and then compare the 
importance of the psychological 
needs.” 

A central problem in the 
satisfaction of needs and fields 
concerning the problems of man 
is communication. One of the

Murray-Lasso cites the 
knowledge of technology as the 
third need in future 
communication. According to 
recent statistics, 20% of IBM’s 
expenditures concern 
information on their computers 
They need bilingual persons who 
know technological language to 
translate manuals and other 
information. Other sciences are, 


by their very nature, 
international 
Murray-Lasso ended his 


speech with a question-answer 
period in both languages. “I’m 
not trymg to plug Mexico's 
sunshine,” he said, “but it’s 
there. Just come down and steal 
some.”

I originally intended in this column to discuss all the fine foods 
that are available to the person who wants to get into a “food trip” 
without listing all of the foods to avoid and the reasons for avoiding 
them. I had such plans for this column: I'd give my readers at least 
one recipe every week; I'd start each column with some kind of 
attention-grabber, and I was going to make a real effort to be truly 
creative each week~—at least, in my own banal sort of way. | was 
going to use “Wild Edible Plants of the Western United States.” by 
Donald Kirk, as my model of relevancy. He states, in his 
introduction, that he would simply list all the plants which are 
edibie, because a list of the poisonous plants and plants which are 
used for something other than their food value would be too 
comprehensive to be of immediate value to the food eater 

Following his example, I would give a stern warning against the 
use of foods not on my “O.K. foods’ list,” and merely go merrily 
onward in my weekly essay writing about good eating. However, 
with due consideration to the possibility that I may lose readers by 
getting serious, I feel that it is due time for me to discuss the 
inherent dangers in food additives. 

At last count, the drug and food corporations are doing a $500 
million a year business pimping foods containing some 33 
preservatives, 28 antioxidants, 45 sequestrants, 111 emulsifiers, 39 
Stabilizers and thickeners, 24 bleaching and maturing agents, 60 
buffers, acids, and alkalies, 3 artificial sweetners, 117 nutritive 
supplements (synthetic, to replace what processing takes out), 1610 
artificial flavors, and rew imitation soy foods 
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It is true that all chemicals currently being used in foods now 
carry the FDA’s blessing, either bacause they are listed as 
GRAS. “Generally Recognized As Safe” (all the additives that had 
already been in use for a few years when the Food Additive 
Amendment of 1958 went into effect), or “because food additive 
regulations restrict their use to levels which laboratory tests 
ostensibly have shown to be safe, Actually, less than half the 
additives on the market have ever been tested in a laboratory.” (See 
“Food Poliution” in the June 197) issue of “Ramparts’’ magazine.) 

A typical example of the so-called “consumer protection” that 
the FDA provides us with is the use of brominated vegetable oils 
(artificial flavorings which have been stabilized in vegetable oils by a 
reaction with poisonous bromine) in Mountain Dew, a product of 
the Pepsi-Cola Co. Scientists at the Canadian Food and Drug 
Directorate discovered in 1969 that brominated vegetable oils (BVO) 
cause kidney, heart. liver, and spleen damage in rats. As early as 
1968, Sweden totally banned all BVO, but BVOs are stil! being used 
in your fruit drinks. Why? Because lobbysist representing the Flavor 
Extracts Manufacturers Association claimed that the Canadian study 
wasn’t good enough and convinced the FDA that it would carry out 
its own study, while it continues to sell BVO 

Sodium nitrate and sodium nitrite, both used as color fixatives in 
hot dogs, bologna, and breakfast sausages because they keep the 
meat blood-red, have been shown in laboratory tests to be 
carcinogens (cancer-causing agents) and mutagens (agents which, in 
contact with the DNA in human cells, mutate the genes). Sodium 
nitrate fertilizer residues, found in commercially grown spinach and 
other leafy vegetables, are converted into nitrites in the human 
digestive system, and will then react with the hemoglobin to turn 
children and babies blue in fits of methemoglobinemia, an acute 
blood poisoning. Nitrites are also used to preserve smoked fish, and 
react with substances in the fist to then form nitrosamines in the 
human stomach, which are carcinogenous 

BHA and BHT, found in all breakfast cereals and in almost all 
bread and cookie products, have been totally banned in England 
from foods intended for babies and children, after British scientists 
proved that BHA induces tumors. BHT, although the body expells 
75 per cent of it within 24 hours, tends to accumulate in the body at 
an ever-increasing rate 

Synthetic food colors, found in 95 per cent of the food on the 
market even though they are known to cause allergies (and some, to 
cause cancers in test animals) are still being used in spite of the Color 
Additive Amendment in 1960. FD&C Red No. 2 is stil! being used 
though it was supposedly outlawed, on maraschino cherries simply 
because the maraschino lobbyists convinced the FDA that no one 
would eat more than one or two cherries at a time. Citrus Red No. 2 
is still used to dye almost every orange sold because the FDA is naive 
enough to believe that no one would eat an orange peel 

Every loaf of bread, cookie, cake or doughnut made from 
bleached white flour contains either hydrogen, benzoy! and acetone 
peroxides, chlorine dioxide, nitrogen oxide, or nitrosy! chloride 
Any one of these, if taken by themselves, will cause immediate 
death. Chlorine, the same chemical which you use to bleach your 
clothes, is also used as a flour bleach. It is true that these chemicals 
are only taken in trace amounts, but those amounts accumulate, and 
this may cause mutations in offspring 

According to 
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“Food and Cosmetic Technology,” propylene 
glycol. which keeps all ice cream, candies. toppings and icings, 
baked goods, shredded coconut, and even meats moist, 
high rate of limb malformations in chicken embryos.” 

Foods containing shortening, including salad oils. use 
hydrogenated vegetable oils, which are a recognized cause of heart 
disease. Vegeiable oils have hydrogen forced through them, 
Saturating the fat so that it can no longer be assimilated at body 
temperature. The end product then resembles plastic more closely 
than the saturated meat fat that it was supposed 
according to chromatograph testing 

There are more than 3,000 additives being used, and a column an 
brief as this one cannot, of course, itemize them and list their 
potential dangers. Quoting Daniel Zwerding in “Ramparts”: “The 
moral is not that all of these additives will poison you (though they 
do poison rats). But we can assume they won’t do much good for 
humans who eat them every day in every food. One big concern to 
bio-chemists is how all of these different chemicals react in 
combinations in the normal diet. For they're always tested 
separately. But emulsifiers, the most widely used additives on the 
entire market, probably increase the chances that many additives 
which would normally be quickly excreted are instead absorbed in 
the bloodstream. Hydroxylated lecithin and the glycerides—the most 
widely used emulsifiers—all are enromous unknowns. The 


experiments aren't going on yet in the laboratories—but they're 
going on continually in your stomach.

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Abortion reform 


A woman's right to choose

An abortion reform march 
and rally will be held Saturday, 
Nov. 20, in San Francisco, 
sponsored by the Women's 
National Abortion Action 
Coalition (WONAAC). Two 
members of WONAAC, Judy 
Kleinberg and Ann Jones, were 
on campus Monday to publicize 
and recruit for the march and 
tally. 

Ms. Kleinberg, Regional 
Traveler for the WONAAC 
Western Regional Office, listed 
the march’s three objectives as 
repeal of all abortion laws, 
elimination of forced 
Sterilization, and repeal of all 
restrictive contraceptive laws 
She expects from 3,000 to 5,000 
participants in the San Francisco 
march. A Washington, D.C. rally 
will also be held Nov. 20 

WONAAC believes that only 
women have the right to control 
their reproductive lives to 
decide for themselves whether or 
not to bear children, when to 
bear them, and how many to 
have. The organization calls this 
a “fundamental human right 
denied to women by the 
government through federal and 
state anti-abortion and 
contraception laws as well as 
government efforts to force 


sterilizations upon many welfare 
and minority women.” 

In addition to the 
demonstrations, WONAAC is 
filing class action suits against 
abortion laws in seven states, 
including California. The 
California suit is to be filed in 
December 

Current California laws 
provide for therapeutic 
abortions in cases of rape, incest, 
or risk to physical or mental 
health The mental health 
qualification is further defined 
as the woman’s being dangerous 
to herself, to property, to 
others, or being in need of 
restraint. Such statements about 
her mental health remain on the 
woman's record to act against 
her in the future-in_ child 
custody decisions, for example 

Two appellate court decisions 
this summer have further 
confused the abortion issue in 
California. One, the Pettigrew 
case, held current abortion laws 
constitutional. The Barksdale 
case held them unconstitutional 
and upheld only the 
requirements that the abortion 
be performed by a doctor at a 
licensed hospital within 20 
weeks of gestation 

Both cases are under appeal, 
and since they are contradictory, 


neither cam be used as a 
precedent until a controlling 
decision is made by the Supreme 
Court. 

The WONAAC class action 
suit could resuit in a ruling that 
would make abortions available 
on demand and equivalent to 
other medical procedures as 
governed by the Business and 
Professions Codes and_ the 
Health and Safety Codes. 

Any woman of child-bearing 
age can be a co-plaintiff in the 
suit. She need not be pregnant 
or be seeking abortion at this 
time nor need she ever have had 
an abortion. Those women 
interested in being co-plaintiffs 
should contact WONAAC 

The coalition estimates that 
one million abortions are 
performed each year, the 
majority of which are illegal, and 
that 1,000-5,000 women die 
annually from illegally 


performed abortions. WONAAC 
believes that one in every four 
women will seek an abortion 
during her lifetime. 

The organization is supporting 
Shirley Wheeler, a 23-year-old 
Florida woman who was tried 
and convicted ef manslaughter 
after having had an abortion. 
She was put on two years’ 
probation and given the option 
of getting married or living with 
her father in North Carolina. She 
is restricted from living by 
herself or with another woman 
and from going into a_ bar. 
WONAAC is contributing to 
expenses for her appeal of the 
conviction. 

The coalition is urgently 
requesting donations to help pay 
for the march and_ court 
expenses. Those wishing to 
donate may do so by mail to the

Everythang’s everythang, and thangs in the big house “‘is still the 
same.” In what certainly has to be one of the most peculiar series of 
incidents to occur in the selection of a head track and field coach for 
any Olympiad, SSC track boss Stan Wright for the second time has 
been selected as the first assistant track coach of the U.S. delegation 
headed for Munich, Germany in 1972 

University of Oregon mentor Bil Bowerman, by a ciose margin, 
got the nod over Wright winning 23 of the possible 45 votes to be 
selected as head coach of next year’s squad. Wright received 2] 
votes. 

I wanted a chance to talk with coach Wright about the goings on 
in New York city at Olympic House, concerning the selections 
because it seemed that articles published in previous editions of our 
two local newspapers were just a wee bit fuzzy ~ that is to say all we 
knew was that Wright had been named to assist while Bowerman had 
been named to head. So I, being the nosey “scoop newsworthy” 
type dude immediately thought how is all this stuff done and on 
what basis are the various selections made 

Thus coach Wright and I talked about what went down at “the big 


house” (alias olympic committee headquarters). Dig it

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The peculiarities to begin with, started witn the fact that possibly 
some technicalities may be involved in the selection of the remainder 
of the coaching staff. You see, what happens here is that a coach 
selected by the committee is investigated following his appointment 
to the staff. Thus if he passes the investigation he then is acceptable 
to coach on the U.S. team. 

If | might, 'd like to take this time to mention that when | 
received the information that Stan Wright was selected as first 
assistant coach and what procedures were involved in the selections 
it seemed to me that a person could very well perceive a multitude 
of notions regarding the operation of the olympic committee and its 
members. 

My immediate suspicion in this matter was that it appears the 
members at Olympic House are not interested in qualification so 
much as they are in what will look good for the United States in 
Munich. It just so happens that if something is printed and certain 
things in that printed story do not for some reason seem quite clear, 
that same story can very well serve to create its own implications. 
Thus, the withholding of names of the following assistant coaches 
for instance could possibly imply that i) there may have been 
something discovered in these “investigations” and 2) it simply 
““may not look good yet.” 

Coach Wright, obviously disappointed in not being selected as the 
head coach of the °72 team after serving as first assistant in the "68 
games, was also disappointed that the precedent that has been 
historically a tradition to select the first assistant as the head coach 
for the next Olympiad, was for the first time in roughly 16 years 
broken 


At this point | couldn't help but think that the committee was 
again into what would look good for the country as opposed to who 
was qualified for the task. This however is and implication of my 
own for you the reader to decide for yourself perhaps I may be 
jumping to conclusions. perhaps not. It just seems to me that the 
members at Olympic House during the procedures were involved in 
one of America’s favorite sports~ “‘politics for the good of athletics.” 
Sometimes, more often that not, it’s not always for the good and 
you and | know that politics and athletics don’t mix too well unless 
you can sufficiently cover up the overtones and implications. 

In the case of selecting the “man” to head the 1972 Olympic 
team it would appear that the overtones and implications were very 
noticeably left uncovered for some nosey guy like myself to come 
along and create a hassle over 

Stan Wright as an individual is a very dynamic personality who 
even during our discussion exhibited the qualities of leadership. The 
man doesn’t bite his tongue or hide behind any corners. You know 
what the situation is when you talk with Stan Wright. His experience 
as a track and field coach span over a period of 24 years and of these 
24 years of service Wright has seen more than his share of the 
international scene related to track. As he puts it, “In order to have 
a good enough knowledge of the olympics as related to track and 
field one must have the experience of coaching in international 
competition. There’s just no comparison between track and field 
under normal circumstances and track and field in the Oly mpic 
Games.” 

Wright’s contact with the international scene includes working 
with the Pan-American Games teams in 1967, the 1964 Olympic 
Games in Tokyo when he was assoicated with the Malaysian team, 
and as the first assistant coach in the 1968 geames. Wright also 
served as U.S. head coach for the 1966 Russian and Polish dual 
meets as well as being co-coach of the U.S. delegation in the World 
University games at Tokyo in 1967. Not enough? Well, in 1969 he 
was elected chairman of the men’s Track and Field Committee (a 
branch of the Amateur Athletic Union) for a two year term, 
appointed to the board of Governors of the United States Olympic 
Committee in the same year, in 1970 was a member of the US. 
delegation to Amsterdam to seek a possible site for the 1976 
Olympic Games and the list goes on. In fact there’s just too much to 
include. 

Not to draw any comparisons, but Bill Bowerman. the man 
selected to head the '72 team has yet to be connected with any &S 
team on the international level. However, in Wright's words, he does 
have the prestige and recognition of officials in the U.S. Stan also 
stated that Bowerman, besides being a member of the Olympic 
Committee as he himself is, also heads up a few of the important 
sub-committees within the organization. Besides that, Bowerman 
possibly has coached more track athletes who have received national 
recognition beyond that of the other coaches who were nominated 
for the position. So one could say that Bill Bowerman of the 
University of Oregon is more or less Known and established within 
the United States. Perhaps it isn’t even fair to make an accusation as 
such but my accusations about Mr. Bowerman with all due respect 
purely those of speculation. 

Because of Bowerman's prestige and the fact that he is such an 
established individual within the U.S. track movement. Wright felt 
that he would be the man to beat and his feelings were correct.

However, the final decision to name Bowerman as head coach was 
not an easy one. The voting was hot and heavy involving voting on a 
total of six ballots due to the closeness of the vote tally. The 
counting went like this. On the first four ballots Wright won by a 
slim margin-21-20. However, this was not enough since an 
individual must poll 23 of the 45 possible votes to gain a majority 
decision. Unfortunately, four members of the committee were 
absent and due to this, telephone votes from the absentee members 
were necessary. The events that transpired therein and thereafter are 
just well, words cannot express. . 


First, because the first four ballots were so close (21-20 in 
Wright’s favor) committee chairman Robert Gregengack moved that 
both Wright and Bowerman be selected as co-coaches which would 
have made history in itself since no previous Olympic team has ever 
been co-head coached. This was put to a vote and defeated because 
members of the committee felt that the responsibility of the task 
would be in jeopardy, whatever that means. Secondly, because of 
the time factor (the members had deliberated for some two hours), 
it was decided that there would be a break for lunch before 
continuing to attempt to pick a head coach. Soooo, after lunch 
another vote was taken this time due to the closeness of the 
previous ballots, it became necessary for some reason, to cast 
telephoned votes of the four absentee officials. At this time, a paid 
member of the staff at Olympic House was sent out by the chairman 
to do the telephoning and the results are not history. Thus, Stan 
Wright was relegated to second place and first assistant coach of the 
U.S. Olympic team by a 23-21 vote (one of the officials could not be 
reached by phone). It seems strange that in light of the prior ballots, 
the logical choice would have been to have co-coaches since it was 
obvious that the committee members present could not decide either 
way, but the results show that this however, was not the case. 

Thus, in my opinion the decision to select Bill Bowerman as head 
coach over Stan Wright following the events that transpired during 
the meeting and in light of Stan Wright's activities in the ‘68 games 
at then-troubled Mexico City and the 64 games, the selections were 
not based totally on merit. Instead it appears the committee 
deliberately excused a 16 year tradition, was doubtful about setting 
a new precedent (having co-coaches), and merely selected one man 
over another because of political and emotional motivations. This 
action further served to blind their choices on the basis of fairness 
and the qualifications of the individual. I strongly feel that the 
committee's selection revealed itself to be racist in nature. Whether 
or not this is the case, the fact still remains that rather than have 
co-coaches (Wright and Bowerman) the committee was in effect 
saying that it just wouldn't look good at this time to have a black 
head coach. 


When [| questioned Coach Wright about this, I found his 
comments quite interesting and thought provoking. “I think the 
choice of the man should be based on merit, not whether he’s black 
or white. But unfortunately some individuals still relate this way and 
I think it’s wrong. I had the feeling that there might have been some 
political and racial overtones involved. Whether or not there was an 
attitude among the committee members that they had to have a 
white coach or they felt a black coach wasn’t necessary, | just don’t 
know.” 

As I stated earlier, the series of events that transpired during the 
selecting of the head coach and the remainder of the coaching staff 
for the Olympic track and field team offered itself as subject to 
many implications. | imply that the Olympic committee’s selection 
of head coach was both politically and racially motivated and until 
proof can be offered contrary to my implications they will not 
change. It seems that we’ve come a long way to cross the street and 
still haven’t reached the other side yet. Our emotions and thoughts 
of “what will it look like’ are more and more controlling our 
decisions to make the most logical and rightful choices that should 
be based on qualification. 

Despite all this a disappointed Stan Wright still accepted the 
position as first assistant coach. Why? “Despite my feelings of 
disappointment and my feelings possibly that there were overtones 
involved, you must remember that the Olympic games and the 
Olympic movement in this country and the world are bigger than 
Stan Wright and many times a man has to not necessarily give up his 
principles but he has to feel that if he can make a contribution he 
should make a contribution and I feel that I can. This is my 
committment. I feel I made a contribution in ’68 and '64 when I was 
associated with the Malaysian team in Tokyo and I think I can make 
a contribution this time with the American athletes.” 

Stan Wright as an individual is a person who seems to practice jis 
preaching. “When you lose the ball game you don’t take the ball and 
bat and gome.” The man definitely has character—the kind that 
comes to the surface under any conditions. He can weather a storm 
and enjoy a beautiful day too. The Olympic movement is bigger than 
Stan Wright. But the movement, despite its discrepancies, should be 
grateful that Stan Wright is on their team.
